campaign treasurer Hugh W. Sloan Jr. testified 
today he had feared administration retribution 
for telling the truth about the Watergate 
wiretapping, but was assured it wouldn't 
happen. 


And he said he threw up his hands when the 


man he accused of asking him to lie, former 
campaign deputy Jeb S. Magruder, was given a 
$36,000-a-year government job. 


Sloan testified at the Senate's televised 


Watergate hearings that he visited White 
House chief of staff H. R. Haldeman last 
January after testifying as 3 government 
witness at the trial of the Watergate burglars. 


He said Haldeman assured him the ad- 


ministration wouldn't stand in the way of his 
finding a private job, but that no one regarded 
as a "Watergate figure" would be given a high 
government job until the case was cleared up. 


Sloan said he felt very good about the 


meeting, but a few days later read that 
Magruder had been appointed to a policy post 
in the Commerce Department. "At that time I 
just threw up my hands," Sloan said.

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HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - Sen. J.W. 


Fulbright, 
D-Ark., has suggested 
that 


President Nixon and Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew resign "unless the President can do 
something to restore confidence in his gov- 
ernment." 


Referring frequently to the Watergate affair," 


he told a meeting of the state AFL-CIO on 
Wednesday that Watergate has brought "a 
crisis in confidence" to the nation. But Ful- 
bright also said it offered a chance for the 
"rebirth of the constitutional system of checks 
and balances." 


Fulbright said he did not suggest the 


resignations "with the idea of creating greater 
disunity" but rather "to give us a chance to re- 
establish a government of unity." 


Fulbright, chairman of the Senate Foreign 


Relations Committee, said he did not "like to 
contemplate impeachment." 


"I think it is a last resort. If the President is 


able to re-establish his leadership and create 
confidence in his capacity to govern, I'd be 
delighted to see him do it." 
Times Says Nixon Knew 
Okayed Spy Plan Illegal 


NEW YORK (AP) — The New York Times 


said today that White House documents showed 
President Nixon approved a plan for expanded 
domestic intelligence gathering in 1970 despite 
a warning that parts of it were "clearly ille- 
gal." 


The Times said it had obtained three 


memorandums written by Tom Charles 
Huston, a staff assistant to the President, in- 
cluding one that summarized that plan by the 
Interagency Committee on Intelligence. 


The summary showed the plan contained 


provisions for illegal entry by federal agents, 


ining mail before delivery, monitoring 


overseas telephone and telegraph circuits and 
.more college "campus sources," The Times 
said. 


Huston's summary, reportedly sent to for- 


mer White House chief of staff H.R. Haldeman, 
also noted that surreptitious entry by federal 
agents "amounts to burglary," The Times said. 


The Times said the plan was approved by 


Nixon through Haldeman in July 1970 after 
Hustan told Haldeman: "We don't want the 
President linked to this thing with his signature 
on paper ... because all hell would break loose if 
this thing leaks out."

By a split 3 to 2 vote the City

Milkes said he found it in- 


teresting that the City feels it 
can govern with a council of f 
members, 
three of whom 


constitute a majority, but 
propose as an advisory board 
the P&Z be enlarged yet specify 
fewer than a majority of its 
members could officially act. 
l tl came to register my 


protest,'1 Milkes said, adding he 
had 
checked 
with 
other 


members Monday night and 
"they are against it... at least 
two said they couldn't serve 
with a quorum of four." 


"If you go ahead and enlarge 


it," Milkes said, "we suggest 
you enlarge the quorum to more 
than 
four, 
to at 
least 
a 


majority." 


STEWART SAID from what 


he had read in the press City 
Attorney Glenn Stewart "had 
found that four is legal as a 
quorum, and I don't question his 
knowledge of the law, but if we 
could have it, why don't we have 
less than a majority for a 
quorum on other boards?" He 
said if the reasoning was that it 
was easier to get a quorum with 
fewer than a majority, then it 
would seem reasonable this 
would apply to other city 
agencies, but this isn't the case. 


"I believe we could get in 


trouble and would be setting

FORT CHAFFEE, ARK. — 


The fat, ungainly "Chinook" 
helicopter waddled to a rest in a 
lush Arkansas meadow, its twin 
blades bending the bushes and 
leveling the grass like a chained 
tornado. 


The crew in green fatigues 


and beatific smiles hustled a 
low bench into position at the 
front door and benevolently 
cajoled the freight into the 
field: a few portly newsmen, 
some fatherly mayors-pro-tem, 
some hastily 
commissioned 


municipal representatives, and 
two honest-to-goodness VIP's: 
Corsicana 
Mayor 
Sue 


Youngblood and Dallas Mayor 
Wes—all of them fussed over by 
a cadre 
of spiffy 
weekend 


soldiers 
who could 
have 


materialized off an Air National 
Guard recruiting poster. 


The party of about 20 picked 


its way through the mid- 
morning 
remains 
of 
an 


Arkansas 
gully-washer, 


realizing for the first time, and 
too late, that Sgt. David Van 
Cronkhite of Dallas had been 
serious when he recommended 
Levi's and boots for the 
operation. 


They slogged over a brown 


stream 
and into 
another 


meadow, beginning to catch 
glimpses of more soldiers, less 
spiffy after a night in the field, 
dug into positions in the un- 
derbrush and around heavy 
weapons. They were armed and 
a little sinister for the folks 
from home who had been 
rounded up from North Central 
Texas and transplanted sum- 
marily to the site. 


LT. LYNN WALKER of 


Irving 
briefly 
described 
an 


Mud Golden Circle 


upcoming "assault" on the 
position as a portable television 
camera whirred and the more 
pedestrian journalists vieed 
with Guard photographers for 
still pictures incorporating the 
dignitaries and enough of the 
troops to prove they'd been 
there. 


Another Chinook landed, 


deposited a patrol of Guard- 
smen, and swooshed into the 
sky, blasting moist 
divots 


earthward; and still another 
Chinook paused to deposit a 
jeepful of soldiers which snaked 
through the grass in pursuit of 
"Enemy X." 


After a brief 
encounter 


session between the strangely 
healthy combatants and the 
civilians grasping palms and 
searching for familiar faces—or 
at 
least recognizable zip 


codes—the visitors retraced 
their steps to the Chinook, 
mouthing enthusiasms 
and 


searching for the courtesy 
earplugs to block the roar of the 
inexorable blades. 


The next stop was at a firing 


range, a ten-minute copter hop 
away, where a Capt. Corley— 
recently returned from Viet- 
nam—gave a briefing on the M- 
203 grenade launcher-rifle, 
which he said incorporates the 
40-millimeter system with the 
M-16rifle. ("It'sabig shotgun," 
he said.) 


Thu civilians moved up to the 


firing line and watched the 
soldiers blast away at some log 
structures about a football-field 
away, then Mayors Youngblood 
and Wise were helped through 
two firings of the weapon 
apiece. (Somebody said Mrs. 
Youngblood was a better than 
than her big-city counterpart, 
but she broke a fingernail on the 


second volley.)

tanker that had whisked them 
across occasionally turbulent 
skies two hours earlier. 


Everything was brief because 


the two mayors had important 
evening meets at home and the 
Corsicana contingent had been 
delayed in departure from the 
Corsicana National Guard 
Armory by rains considered too 
heavy for comfortable civilian 
travel.

carrying out training missions 
in the Arkansas mud were 
members of the unique First 
Battalion (Airborne) of the 
143rd Infantry of the Texas Air 
National Guard—activiated in 
1968 
as the 71st Airborne 


Brigade, the only such unit in 
the reserve 
system 
of the 


United States and carrying with 
it vestiges of the 36th Infantry 
Division of the Texas National 
Guard that had distinguished 
itself in both world wars. 


Guardsmen 


determined half of an inspection 
party depleted by wide-ranging 
summer storms. 


The 
two-week 
summer 


maneuvers were routine, but 
the on-site tour by home- 
towners was new this year, with 
the double purpose of showing 
community leaders what their 
area guardsmen are up to and 
showing those muddy part-time 
soldiers they are appreciated 
back home. 


"These are your people; they 


live in your communities, and 
we want

them 


available" for useful com- 
munity projects, Brigade Cmdr.

needs at least a majority of five 
to make recommendations and 
further said he believed "we 
would all be there" for specified 
meetings of the P&Z board. 


Commissioner H. R, Stroube 


Jr., responding, said "We 
decided to enlarge the board at 
the request 
of one of 
the 


members 
of 
the 
board." 


Stroube said he had talked at 
length with the chairman, 
Campbell Gillespie (who is 
Stroube's father-in-law)' 
and 


Gillespie had told him it was 
hard in the past to get a quorum 
of four. Stroube pointed out that 
a quorum is different from a 
majority—"a quorum can be 
set by the body having the 
meeting." He said another 
reason the Commission had 
proposed expanding the board 
was "we wanted to keep good 
men on the board." 


Milkes countered that to his 


knowledge the P&Z had missed 
only one meeting over the past 
two years due to a lack of a 
quorum and 
this could be 


verified by checking with the 
secretary. He said he un- 
derstood there have been City 
Commissioners 
who 
have 


missed several meetings, to 
which Stroube reacted that was 
not a point at issue here. 


STROUBE MOVED the or- 


dinance be approed as written, 
and 
Commissioner P. 
D. 


Fullwood inquired if the or- 
dinance stipulated that four 
"may" or "shall" constitute a 
quorum, and was advised by 
City Manager Jack Russell the 
wording specified "shall". 
Fullwood said this had been 
discussed when it originally 
came up and that "I can't un- 
derstand 
objections 
to 


enlarging the board to nine." 


"The 
objection," 
Milkes 


replied, "Is not to nine mem- 
bers, but to aquorum of less 
than a majority." 


City Manager Russell said 


when the City Commission 
votes on 
recommendations 


received from the P&Z it takes 
only a simple majority to ap- 
prove a "favorable" recom- 
mendation, but requires a four- 
fifths Commission vote if a 
"negative" recommendation is 
received from the board on a 
zoning case. He wondered aloud 
if four P&Z members voted one 
way on a zoning change request 
and four others voted a con- 
flicting recommendation if this 
wouldn't 
complicate 
the 


situation confronting the City.

Attorney Stewart said from the 
way the ordinance is written it 
"seems to me you can hold only 
one meeting" and receive only 
one recommendation from

Tlio ordinance spells out that 
fivo mombors appointed in 1973 
by the mayor and confirmed by 
a majority shall serve two-year 
terms until May 5,1975, and the 
terms of the four hold-over 
mombors appointed prior to 


1973 
shall serve until May 5, 


1974. 
It further stipulates that 


P&Z members shall serve 
without remuneration and that 
no salaried city employe may 
serve as a member.

night that he and the other four 
retailers had received letters 
from the Alcoholic Beverage 
Commission in Austin con- 
firming the existence of permits 
for the four stores to sell wine 
and beer in Angus. 


Sheriff Shelton said earlier in 


the day, however, that the letter 
sent by Owen Humphries of the 
Alcoholic 
Beverage 
Com- 


mission "does not take the place 
of a license and does not 
delegate authority to sell 
alcoholic beverages in a dry 
area." He added that "even the 
license itself would not permit 
sale of alcoholic beverages in a 


dry area." 


HE POINTED OUT that 


Angus has been declared to be a 
"dry area" as result of a ruling 
by 13th Dist. Judge Donald 
Nicholson (on Jan. 26, 1973) 
which declared the town's Oct. 
28,1973, local option election to 
be void. This decision was 
upheld by the Court of Civil 
Appeals in Waco April 25. 


Shelton said ABC officials 


went to Angus Monday and 
served notice of revocation of 
permits of the four beer and 
wine retailers, mailed these 
permits back to Austin, and 


officially closed the stores. He 
added that McElhenny went to 
Austin Tuesday morning and 
got an injunction from the 147th 
District Court in Travis County 
which prohibited the Alcoholic 
Beverage Commission from 
revoking the permits of the four 
Angus stores. The Sheriff said 
the ABC was in no way involved 
in the raid on the four Angus 
stores Tuesday, that it was 
handled entirely by the Navarro 
County Sheriff's Department. 


After receiving the letter 


from Humphries, the stores 
again resumed selling alcoholic 
beverages Tuesday. Shelton 
said he deputized Victor Freeze 
(who works as Corsicana's vice 
and narcotics officer) to make 
purchases at each 
store at 


about 4:30 p.m. The Sheriff said 
he and Deputy Jim Bostick went 
to Mac's Quick Stop at 6 p.m. 
and a different employe was at 
the counter. Bostick bought a 
six-pack of beer from the em- 
ploye, then placed him under 
arrest. 


AT ABOUT THE SAME 


TIME, Shelton said, other 
deputies were sent to 
close 


down the other three stores. 
Grady McCall and Tom Martin 
shut down the Valley Inn store, 
Harold 
Pitts 
and 
Eddie 


Foreman were sent to Buddy 
Black's Mobil Station, and 
Bryan Dunagan and Michael 
Hardy went to Angus Barbeque. 
These deputies took inventory 
of the alcoholic beverage stock 


in these three stores while the 
beer and wine at Mac's Quick 
Stop was being loaded into an E- 
Z Haul truck rented from Tom 
White Chevrolet. 


Another rental truck later 


was sent to pick up beverages at 
the other stores. It took two 
truck loads to transport all the 
beverages from Mac's Quick 
Stop to the jail. 


County employes used a belt 


loader to move the beverages 
from the trucks into a jail 
window on the first floor. 
McElhenny's stock was in- 
ventoried as it was brought in 
for storage in the jail living 
quarters. 


McElhenny, who had been in 


Dallas all afternoon, arrived at 
the jail at about 10 p.m. to watch 


the unloading. He said he had 
been notified about the arrests 
at 7 p.m. 


Shelton said late Tuesday 


night the alcoholic beverages 
will be kept in storage until 
after the trials for the five 
people arrested and until after 
all opportunities for appeal 
have been exhausted. 


Wednesday morning, Shelton 


said all the beverages were 
loaded out of the Angus stores 
by 12:30 a.m. and unloading 
from trucks into the jail was 
started again later this mor- 
ning. 


He said a dollar estimate on 


the value of the beverages 
confiscated will not be available 
until all inventories are taken.
